Oklahoma City, Okla., Octcber 1. 
Military forces of the state will not 
interfere with tomorrow's special 
election, Governor J. C. Waltcn de- 
clared in a formal statement varly to- 
night. 

The governor denied the stafement 
attributed to him yesterday that the 
entire national guard would be mo- 
bilized to prevent the election. He 
called upon all citizens of the state 
to preserve the peace tomorrew. 

The statement addressed to “the 
people of the state of Oklahoma ant 
all peace officers of the state.’’ fol. 
lows in full: 

“It has come to my notice that 
rumor is now being virculsted that 
I will interfere by means of the mili- 
tary to prevent or obstruct the pre 
election acrertised to take 
place tomorrow, October 2, 1923. 

“This is to advise you that the mili- 
tary forces will not intervens in this 


. pretended election and I Hereby re- 


quest all citizens of the state to 
preserve the peace and good order.

WALTON CALLS ANOTHER 
ELECTION FOR DECEMBER 6, 

Oklahoma City, Okla., October 1.— 
Governor J. C. Walton tanight issued 
a call for a special election on De- 
cember 6, next, on the initiative pro- 
posal which would empower the state 
lezislature to convene itself to con- 
sider impeachment charges against 
the executive. 

“If the majority of the people wi:nt 
to amend their constitution so as t« 
enable Ku Klux Klan members Uf 


.-the legislature to impeach their gov- 


ernor and thereby remove all lIega! 
restraint on the lawlessnesa of the 
klan, then I submit I don’t want to 
be governor and will advise that we 
acknowledge the sovereignty of the 
emperor of the invisible empire,” Gov- 
ernor Walton declared in a formal 
statement made public simultaneous- 
ly with the call. 

In his proclamation tonight, Gov- 
ernor Walton declared the supreme 
issue in Oklahoma is “whether the in- 
visible empire, commonly known as 
the Ku Klux Klan, or the sovereign 
power of the state of Oklahoma ehall 
survive.” A fair vote of the people 
of the initiative proposal will de- 
termine the issue, he added, and “TI, 
as chief executise, recognizing the 
sovereign people as the master, am 
willing to try the issue in the court

Tax Commission, 


Walker A sande! 


Executive Tells Business 
Women Taxation Changes 
Are Imperative. 


“The people of Georgia will back 
whatever system of taxation the tax 
commission recommends” Governor 
Clifford Walker told members of the 
woman’s division of the chamber of 
commerce, in an address before that 
body last. night at the Chamber of 
Commerce. building. : 

Governor Walker said that an in- 
come tax seemed to be the most popu- 
lar solution of the acute situation in 
Georgia’s complex tax question in the 
minds of those who had discussed the 
matter with the state tax commission. 

Other forms that had been recom- 
mended and discussed were a serv- 
ice tax, which is another name for 
poll tax, the governor said. Another 
remedy would be found gin a classifi- 
eation tax, wherein property would 
be subjected to classification and 
taxes levied according to the value of 
the class it represented. 

Simply Giving Results. 
The governor made it very plain 
that he was not recommending anv 
one of these systems, but was sinpty 
giving the results of the two weeks 
of investigation the tax commission

“We ask that the labor movement 
which we are directing our energies,” 
he added. Chief among the questions 
that need attention, ue placed child 
labor. 

The convention received the report 
of the executive council which de- 


also denounced the Ku Klux Klan 
Applause 
greeted announcement of the council's 
attitude toward the kian. 

“We ask that thel abor ‘movement 
be and continue to be a movement of 
wage earners, by wage earners and 
for wage earners,” Reid Presicent 
Gompers. 

The labor leader asserted that “big 
business” had brought in great num- 
bers of persons of ‘far below the 
American standards «1 living” and 
went on: 

Will Organize Them. 

“If these hordes sre brought in 
to labor in America; if they are good 
enough to be brought ‘ere for profit, 


to organize them and make better 
Americans of them. If here and 
there there is a “red” among them, 
it is not our fault; the sin must be 
upon the head of those that hrought 
them hither. 

“So long as they are wage earners 
und are organizable, we'll organize 
them, not as reds and radicals but as 
better citizens.” 

Dealing with the farm problem, he 
declared that profiteers had kept or- 
ganized labor and farm producers 
apart and had exploited both. 

“They have taken on both sides 
more money as profit than they have 
given either to the farmer or the in- 
dustrial worker. 

Would Make U. S. Better. 

“T have an abiding faith that In 
our American, slow moving as We are, 
the stamina and intelligence of the 
people will bring the farmer and 
wage workers together in solution of 
the great problem that is confronting 
both.”* ° 

He attacked the “open shop” as an 
effort of big business to deprive 
| American labor of the pogrer to pro- 
‘tect itself against a lowering of the 
'standard of living and employment. 
| “Great as is the United States gov- 
‘ernment,” said Mr. Gompers, “and 
‘best in the world though it is, it is

With the prospects of a serious 
eplit, it was reliably reported that 
Stresemann might dump the objec- 
tors from the cabinet and either se- 
lect new ministers or establish him- 
selfself as a dictator. 

Meanwhile, internal unrest as- 
sumed new proportions when north- 
ern fascisti,. in a swift and dramatic 
attempt at a coup, struck at Keuest- 
rin, in the ae province 
near Berlin. 

Members of “the steal helmets” at- 
tempted to seize the city, attacking 
the fortress garrison. 

Nation in Turmoil. 

Two squadrons of cavalry were 
rushed from Frankfort-Am-Oder to 
reinforce local troops and Minister 
of Defense Gessler o:dered ruthiess 
suppression of the revolt. 

Following the incident, the govern- 
ment ordered censorsnip of Berlin 
newspapers, permitting them to pub- 
lish only official news. 

In the Ruhr the menace of sep- 
aratism continues. The Dusseldorf 
carnage has spread terror throughont 
the zone. More outbreaks are feared. 
. Heightening the chaotie picture is 
the Bavarian monarchist movement. 
Some of the leaders assert the Bavar- 
ian monarchy will be proclaimed 
within a week. Others say that the 
hove will be held up for a time, but 
that the temper of the people will 
force an ultimate break. 

With martial pomp and panoply, 
Hittler is rallying his fascist legions, 
Old bsttle songs, old war cries, ring 
through the Bavarian villages. The 
ccutryside is in foment with word of 
the impending pu‘sch. 

Junkers Are Active. 

Prussian jiunkers are urging the re- 
turn of the monarchia} system, also. 
Declaring that republicansim is a éail- 
ure, Herr von Bonin, prominent mem- 
ber of the Prssian diel in the reign 
of Kaiser Wilhelm, II., has filed a 
formal petition with the Prussian 
landtag for restoration of the mon- 
archy in Prussia—‘“to halt economic 
disintegration and prevent a catas- 
trophic famine.” 

The petition signed by von Bonin 
was printed under a prominent head- 


line in the Duetsxhe Kreuz Zeitung, 
a reactionary newer which still 
carries the iron cross\and the words: 
“With God for kaiser and fatherland” 
in its title line. 

The petition as printed reads: 

“The republican fori of govern- 
ment of Prussia has existed for near- 
ly five years and the fact that it 
has not bettered the conditions und 
interests of the Prussian state and 
the Prussian people has become gen- 
erally accepted. The yeople of Prus- 
sia are weary of the rule of self-seek- 
ing parties and demand a king who 
stands above all parties. 

“The restoration of the monarchy 
has become a necessity based bota on 
political and eccnomic grounds in or- 
der to keep the land and the people 
from going completely to ruin. 

Calls Monarchy Salvation. 

“In political circles, it is pointed 
out, that only the monarchy can re- 
gain for us attentiou and position 
among the nations of the world. The 
best argument for the justice of such 
a declaration lie: in the fact that all 


our enemy nations rigorously ap- 
prove our republican form of yvov- 
ernment. They know <ery well that 
this form of governmeut is valuable

REVOLT SUPPRESSED 
NEAR BERLIN. 

London, October 1—A _ revolution- 
ary movement originated by nation- 
alist organizations has broken out at 
Kuestrin, 50 miles from Berlin, says 
a Reuters dispatch from the German 
capital. 

The insurgents attempted to dis- 
arm the garrison and occupy’ the 
fortress, but the commander of the 
reichswehr arrested the nationalist 
leaders and drove back the attackers. 

Detachments of reichswehr from 
neighboring towns have been  sum- 
moned to Kuestrin, the dispatch adds, 
and the troops have been ordered to 
suppress the revolt ruthlessly. As a 
result of the insurrection Dr. Gess- 
ler, the minister of defense, has im- 
posed a censorship on all news of a 
military character. 


Kuestrin, a city of approximately 
£0,000 inhabitants, is located in 
Brandenburg. The chief industries 
are the manufacture of copper and 
brassware. 


SECURITY POLICE 
HELD BLAMELESS. 


Duesseldorf, October 1.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—'The German ver- 
sion of the outbreak at a separatist 
meeting yesterday in which 2U per- 
sons weré killed and scores wounded, 
maintains that- the security police, 
whom the French hold responsible for 
starting the shooting, made no move 
until a civilian policeman had been 
killed by the separatist “self protec- 
tion police.” 

This force, says a statement issued 
by the city authorities, attacked the 
blue poligeman, took away hisgsword, 
and had begun to beat him when the 
security police appeared. Thereupon 
a shot was fired, the Germans al- 
lege, from the ranks of the-separatists. 
This brought out the rest of the 
green force and the pitched battle 
followed. 

Friends of the Rhineland separatist 
movement had made extensive prepa- 
rations for yesterday’s meeting and 
20 trainloads of “Rhineland repub- 
licans” came into the city from vari- 
ous Rhineland communities. Form- 
ing in a great procession the demon- 
strators, numbering about 15,000, but 
augmented’ to 40,000 from the ranks 
of the curious, marched to the Hin- 
denburgstrasse, where the separatist 
leader, Joseph Matthews, began a 
speech. ; 

He had said scarcely more than a 


dozen words when several shots were/|Jy 


fired. As a small group made a rush 
for Herr Matthes the security police 
fired a volley. The skvoting then be- 
came general, causing the dispatch of 
French troops to the scene. Accord- 
ing to the French officers the security 
police refused to obey their orders 
to cease fire, whereupon French cav- 
alry surrounded the police barracks and 
after taking several trisoners suc- 
ceeded in restoring order. 

Meanwhile the serpruiatists had be- 
come so areused that they attacked 
the green police and it was only with 
difficulty that the military prevented 
further casualties, :

Often pneumonia, appendicitis snd 
other things are suspected, the prostra- 
tion is so severe. 

The cause is not clearly understou4 
as yet. 

The remody is soda or magnesia or 
other alkili. A teaspoonful of sod 
(saleratus) may be given in one dose 
toachild,in a half a glass or a glass 
of water. Often the child will eager- 
ly take this when plain water would 
be rejected at once. If vomiting pre- 
vents medication by mouth; then two 
or three teaspoonfuls of saleratus in a 
pint of warm water may be given by 
enema. 

If a laxative is desired, milk of 
magnesia is by all odds the choice— 
teaspoonful or more repeated hourly 
until the desired eatharsis is evident. 

Attacks last from 24 hours to sev- 
eral days, and occasionally seem to 
go in epidemics. In some _ cases 
chronic trouble in the appendix seems 
to produce the attacks, and ultimately

‘CHAPTER XVII.—RUSSIA BEFORE DAWN. 
By John F. Sinclair 


It is a huge country. It could 
swallow up the United States, France, 
Germany, italy, Turkey, United K:ng- 
dem, Spain, Belgium, Switzerland, 
Austria and Hungary. ‘That is bard 
tu grasp. 

But the area now controlled by the 
present government of Russia is !arg- 
er than that. Russia would still nave 
rocm enough left to add to those cvun- 
tries already mentioned an additicna! 
territory equal to all of Europe out- 
side of Russia. If we can imagine 
cuirelves getting on the train at San 
Fréexciseo, and getting off the train 
at London, Engiand, all the time in 
one country, that would give us an 
idea of the size of Russia. 

liussia today is more than two and 
a half tifhes as large as the United 
States in area and contains 13% mil- 
lion people. That 1s what Russia has 
left after losing, since the war, Po- 
land, Finland, Msthonia, Latvia, Lithb- 
uapia and Bessarabia to the Ruman- 
igrs. She lost an area of 260,000 
sguare miles containing 25 millions of 
people. 

Today the Russiaa socialist zedera] 
soviet republic—the “official name of 
the soviet government—is a federztion 
of eight independent republics, seven 
autonomous republics, five autones:aous 
communes, two labor communes—a 
total of 22 independent political units. 
Much of the detail work of vurganiza- 
tion is carried out without any active 
participation by the central govern- 
ment at Moscow. The tendency of late 
has been for the central goverument 
at Moscow to release more and more 
power to these different independent 
units. 

The old monarchy of the czar was 
overthrown by the revolution of 
March 12, 1917. Czar Nicholas II 
was forced to abdicate, and Prince 
Lvoff became premier under crders 
from the duma, the Russian national 
legislature. He was weak, and on 
August 6, 1917, he was succeeded by 
Alexander Kerensky us premier. Dur- 
ing this time the peasants seized the 
lands and divided them up amongst 
themselves. Kerensky, a brilliant 


young attorney, had veen a socialist | 


advocate, but he tried hard to take a 
micdle course ground and to please 
all groups. He faiied. And on No- 
vember 7, 1917, the all Russian con- 
gress of workingmen’s, soldiérs’ and 
peasants’ deputies finally seized the 
meney. It was the military, revolu- 
tionary committee of Petrograd which 
wrested the power from Kerensky. 
Lenin and ‘Trotsky, new names to 
the* world, were lifted to power, and 
the dictatorship of the proletariat was 
set up for the first time in a great 
area in the history of the world, 
$1,200,000,000 Confiscated. 
Immediately the new government 
withdrew from the World war and 


signed the Brest-Litovsk treaty with); est volume of grain since 
Her war problem over, she! 


Germany. 
turned to internal affairs. 

All rights of private property were 
abolished. The government toox over 
all transports, communications, indus- 
try, food, money, title to land, stock 
oi goods, the producttve processes of 
il activities, and assumed complete 
charge of the products of industry and 
the products of agriculture. By De- 
cember, 1919, private property and 
private capital were practically gone. 
This applied to all property, whether 


f 


owned by foreigners or Russians. In 
this way about 1,200 millions of dol- 
lars of property, owned by foreigners 
within Russia, was confiscated. 

From November, 1917, to March, 
1921, the Russian government tried to 
hold to pure communism. She tried 
desperately to bring order out of 
chaos. But matters were going from 
bad to worse. Her transportation 
had broken down. Her exports had 
dwindled to nothing. The economic 
blockade of the allies during this time 
Was causing disaster, disease and 
decth to thousands. The soviet gov- 
ercoament was desperate. It cou'd not 
function, and the policy of conscrip- 
tion of all the peasants’ crops outride 
of what was left to the peasants for 
a. bare living had resulted in a smaller 
ard smaller crop being planted. The 
soviet gorernment was hanging by a 
thread. 

Then came the invasions from the 
outside by Donekin, Kolcgnk and 
Wrangel, backed up by both men and

money from the allies. These inva- 
sions saved the day for the soviets. 
All Russians (both white and red) 
joined hands to resist to the death the 
incoming invaders. This gave the 
soviet government time to recover her 
lost ground. She successfully resisted 
all the invaders. But conditions con- 
grow worse. Something 
had to be done or the government was 
lost. The problem of increasing the 
production of agriculture was the first 
consideration. 


_At last on March 23, 1921, the so- | 
viet government, under the inspiration | 


and leadership of Nicholas Lenin, de- 


cided to so modify the policy of com- | 


munism that private trading within 
certain defined limits was made legal. 
This is what is called the New Eco- 
nomic Policy of Russia—“Nep” for 


short. 
Seeks to Placate Peasants. 

Since that time conditions in Russia 
have been steadily improving. Espe- 
cYally is this true with regard to agri- 
culture. Under the new Nep policy 
the government takes in taxes now 
from 12 to 15 percent of the peasants’ 
crop. The peasant can dispose of the 
balance as he sees fit. The reyuisi- 
tion of all crops by the government is 
gone. As a result production is in- 
creasing. 

In addition to this new development, 
the All-Russian central executive 
committee in January, 1922, passed a 
decree establishing a central agri- 
cultural commission, under the presi- 
dency of M. I. Kalinin, president of 
the soviet republic, with headquarters 
in Moscow, the: present capital of 
Russia. ‘The object of this commis- 
sion is to increase production and to 
rehabilitate agriculture. So important 
is this work in the opinion of the so- 
viet government that President Kal- 
inin, himself a peasant, gives two 
hours a day to the hearing of all 
cases of disputes between peasants 
which the local authorities have not 
been able to settle. The government 
realizes that the contented agricul- 
turalists is the strongest weapon. 

This policy has already had two im- 
portant results. 
of brimging the great peasdht class— 
90 percent of the population—into 
sympathetic relationship with the so- 
viet government of Russia. In the 
second place, agricultural production 
has so far recovered that the authori- 
ties expect to be able to export about 
75,000,000 bushels of grain, for this 
year, 1923, which grain they will ex- 
change for egricultural machinery and 
other essential imports. Whether 
Russia is yet producing sufficient 
grain for all her people I am not able 
to say,

I was in Russia in July 
and I saw old buildings being re- 
modeled and painted, new plate glass 
fronts being installed in many stores 
in Petrograd and Moscow and other 
cities, streets were being repaired, and 
new street cars being installed. Stocks 
of goods in the stores were filling up 
rapidly and food was cheap and plen- 
tiful. At the Savoy hotel in Moscow 
in July of this year I had a dinner 
consisting of vegetable soup, fish, 
fried chicken, potatoes, vegetables, a 
lettuce aud tomato salad, ice cream, 
take and coffee, for 35 cents, 

Russia, since the revolution, has 
been through the most horrible suf- 
fering yet experienced by a modern 
nation. he has touched the bottom 
economitmly, financially and socially. 

Through it all, the soviet govern- 
ment has survived, until today the 
government of Lenin and Trosky is 
not only the oldest, but judged by all 
former standards, one of the strong- 
est in Europe. At this time it is in 
a very strong position. ‘The question, 
then, is:— Can this government )ast?

London, October 1.—The British 
prime minister, Stanley Baldwin, gave 
a brief talk today to the premiers of 
Britain’s dominions, gathered here for 
the imperial conference, in which he 
alluded in general terms to the many 
problems confronting the governments 
but without making definite announce- 
ment with respect to any of them.
